Messrs. Towne and Hunting 
ton Arrive. 


AN 
IN TERV IEW 
W ITH 
THEM 


K ail road M atters in G eneral—Sev­ 
e ra l K um ors D enied—More 
im p ro v em en ts. 


In a special train, at 0:20 o’clock last 
night, Mr. Collis P. Huntington, First 
Vice-President of the Southern Pacific, 
and Mr. A. N. Towne, Third Vice-Presi­ 
dent and General Manager of the system, 
arrived at the Wolfskill depot from the 
East. There was quite a sprinkling of 
people assembled on the platform to 
welcome the magnates, raiiroad men be­ 
ing in the preiom inance, while two or 
three reporters,with anxious expressions 
on their faces, stood wailing to board the 
cars the moment they pulled up. 
Mr. 
A. N. Towne was the first of the party to 
alight, and on being accosted by a H e r ­ 
a l d man he, with his ueual oourtesy, 
consented to bo "pum ped,” and invited 
the scribe into the comfortable quarters 
of the director's car. 
‘‘I really have very little to tell you,” 
said Mr. Towne. 
‘‘Information having 
been received at headquarters at San 
Francisco that Mr. 
Huntington was 
about to make bis annual visit to the 
Coast, I went to New Orleans to meet 
him , and we journeyed together to tbe 
City of Mexico via tbe International line 
from Eagle Pass to Torreon, which is 
controlled by Mr. 
Huntington. 
We 
passed a very pleasant time in that part 
of the country and are now on onr way to 
San Francisco in a hurry. 
A meeting is 
to 
be 
held 
there, 
at the end of 
the month, of the Board of Directors of 
the Company, and the annual reports 
and many im portant matters are to be 
presented for consideration. Mrs. Hop- 
kina-Searles passed through Los An­ 
geles last night, accompanied by her 
attorney, Mr. Stiilman, and ns Senator 
Stanford has also telegraphed his inten­ 
tion of being on hand, there will be a 
well-attended conference. 
As to rail­ 
road news, I have very little that I can 
give you. Our trip into Mexico was cer­ 
tainly in connection with the extension 
of the International road, and although 
it mav ultimately be pushed through to 
the coast, at present it will only be built 
into Durango.” 
"There is a rumor afloat to the effect 
that you contemplate resigning the Gen­ 
eral Managership of the road,” said the 
H e r a l d man. "Is there anything in it?” 
"If there is, I don’t know about it,” 
said Mr. Towne, with a twinkle in his 
eye. 
When asked as to who composed tbe 
party in the special, the genial railroad 
man replied, “ Mr. Huntington, hia wife, 
son and niece, Miss Campbell, Mr. and 
Mrs. Shaw, my daughter-in-law; our 
secretaries and attendants. 
Mr. Towne is looking in remarkably 
good health, and said to the scribe that 
he never felt better in his life; "though 
I am very tired after the long trip we 
have made,” he added, as the reporter 
made his way out. 
A CALL ON MR. HUNTINGTON. 
The penciller then wended his way in­ 
to the next car, the "Oneosta,” which is 
known throughout the railroad world aa 
Mr. H untington’s special. The million­ 
* 
was found seated at his tabie lurd 
at work, as usual, with a secretary in a 
chair near by, reading and marking let­ 
ters from a huge pile that had evidently 
just been opened. In spite of his 68 
years, Mr. Huntington is still an active, 
vigorous-looking man, and he has iost 
none of his boundless fund of merriment, 
for, 
after 
greeting 
the arrival, he 
gravely removed his pince-nez and asked 
w hat 
was 
the 
news. 
The scribe 
explained th at he was on that very 
errand himself, and on putting a ques­ 
tion about Mexico, Mr. Huntington re­ 
plied: "Yes, I contemplate some rail­ 
road construction down there, for I 
believe there are excellent inducements 
for building. The extension through the 
Pacific Coast will probably be tbe re­ 
sult 
of what I shall 
do, but at 
present I shall 
be 
satisfied 
with 
running the line into Durango, a distance 
of about 155 miles. 
I am very much 
pleased with Mexico, and had no idea 
that it was such a fine place as it has 
proved itself to be to me during my

rambling8 there of the past few days. 
South o f Zacetecas, especially, there is a 
magnificent stretch, and some day there 
will be wondrous developments in that 
part of tho continent. Ab to when work 
will be actually commenced out of Tuc­ 
son, I cannot exactly name tbe day, bat 
it will be very soon. Mr. W. N. Monroe, 
of 
Monrovia, 
is 
not, 
however, 
down in 
Mexico 
on that account; 
I 
believe 
that 
he 
is 
about 
to undertake some work for the Mexican 
Central. The principal thing I can tell 
you regarding mv trip is, as concerns the 
the Sunset road, that is the line from 
San Francisco to New Orleans. 
It is the 
intention to make some marked improve­ 
m ents on it immediately, especially in 
the Texas section. Lower grades will be 
made, and the road shortened in every 
conceivable way and put in thorough 
condition, for we intend to make it the 
finest highway across the 
continent. 
There is 
a 
lot 
of 
work 
before 
the Southern Pacific 
for 
the next 
few 
years, 
but 
this 
will 
be 
put first on tbe list. The coast line from 
Los Angeles to 8an Francisco has not 
been tabled in any manner, I can assure 
yon, and after our meeting in San F ran­ 
cisco something will probably bo done in 
tbe matter. Then there are the railroad 
shops to be built in East Los Angeles; 
they are also on the tapis, for although 
they may not be put up just yet, I can 
tell you that they will certainly be built. 
As to a line into San Diego, 
the 
m atter is just this way: We may 
build it, and we may not; certainly 
not at present. 
We have a good 
deal of building also to do in the way of 
extensions of lines already operating, so 
you can see what a host of matters are be' 
fore us.” 
"W hat is there in the rumor of your 
being about to gobble the Santa F e?” 
asked the scribe. 
“ I don’t know,” was the reply, and 
Mr. Huntington smiled as he added, 
"Inform ation of that description I have 
to get from the newspapers. 
I don’t 
don’t know where they get it, so all I can 
do is to watch for developments. 
The conversation then turned on the 
new road from Los Angeles to Balt tak e, 


and 
on 
tbe 
scribe 
asking 
if 
it 
was true that the Southern Pacific was 
about to build from Mojave and head off 
the projected line, Mr. Huntington said: 
" I expect not. I hope that the company 
that builds the line you speak of will 
have plenty of money to support it, for it 
will be a permanent investm ent of capi­ 
tal for many years to com e.” 
The scribe then mentioned tbe rnmors 
afloat as to there being a little distress 
in the present financial standing of the 
Southern Pacific, aud the magnate said : 
"There 
is nothing at all in such 
stories. 
The 
company 
has 
never 
been 
on a firmer financial footing 
than 
it 
is 
at 
the 
present day, 
and the prospects have never been more 
hopeful. 
Our receipts last year sur­ 
passed all expectations, and it is encour­ 
aged by this that we are contemplating 
casting our lines farther oat.” 
The reporter then showed to Mr. 
Huntington a dispatch that had arrived 
during the afternoon by the Associated 
Press, and which read as follows: 
“The Sun says: C. P. H nutlngton is reported 
to be negotiating with P hiladelphia ship-own­ 
ers for th e purchase of steam ships of the 
A m erican line to ru n from New York to B ra­ 
zilian ports.’’ 
"W ell, that is a strange statem ent,” 
said the millionaire, when he had fin­ 
ished reading it. 
“ Why, Mr. Thurber 
and I have owned lor a longtim e the 
American line of ateamerB plying be­ 
tween New York and Rio de Janeiro. I 
did not even know that we had any com­ 
petition, for I do not count the few tram p 
boats which run 
between the porta 
named, some of which are owned by a 
man named Holton. 
In connection with 
that line of oura, though, I can inform 
you that we are having two more large 
steamers built at Chester, P a .; at least 
I left it with Mr. Thurber to make the 
contracts, and I suppose they are fixed 
up long ago.” 
When asked if he had heard of the 
strike” at the Santa Clara placers Mr. 
Huntington said that he had, b at it 
seemed to him to be more of a "trans­ 
portation strike” than anything else. “ I 
will stay on the coast about five or six 
weeks,” said the railroad chief in res­ 
ponse to the newspaper m an’s final in­ 
terrogation, "and will in all probability 
return to New York over the Central 
Pacific.” 
Tne special train and its distinguished 
inmates will pull out for the North at 
10 o’clock this morning, a side trip to 
Santa Barbara being on the programme, 
as at present arranged.

On Tuesday evening the Iroquois Club 
met at its rooms, No. 17 North Main 
street. Notwithstanding the defeat of 
the Democratic party at the recent elec­ 
tions, there was a large attendance pres­ 
ent, and much interest was taken in tbe 
proceedings.

The organization of this club took place 
in tbe Opera House Hall on the 13th of 
May, 1888, and the officers were then 
initiated by the “ Iroquois,” of San Fran­ 
cisco,assisted by Mr. Theo. Metzler,of this 
city. 
Since that time the club has taken 
prominence in the politics of this city, 
despite the fact that it nas been in 
various ways handicapped. 
It has been 
the leading Democratic political organi­ 
zation of this city, or State, outside of 
San Francisco, and has been honored 
with the task of receiving Senator Grady 
and several other noted orators from the 
East, as well as many local speakers. 
Mr. Sidney Lacey was one of the orig­ 
inal founders of the club, and was its 
first president, which position he most 
acceptably filled, and was succeeded by 
the present incumbent, Captain A. F. 
Mackey. The following are the officers 
of the club: President, A. F. Mackey; 
Secretary, A. C. C larke; Financial Sec­ 
retary, J. H. M elvill; Treasurer, H. T.

WHAT IS SAID. 
As was to have been expected, the re­ 
straining order created considerable talk 
on the streets, and there was some doubt 
a t first as to whether or not it would 
affect the change of city officers, which 
will probably take place to-day. 
It was 
thought at first that the present Council, 
which will meet at 1) o’clock this morn­ 
ing, might refuse to turn over its man­ 
agement of city affairs to the Council- 
elect nntil a decision has been reached 
by the fcnpreme C ourt; but, later in the 
day, it was the general opinion that 
nothing of the kind would be attempted, 
since the writ waH directed to no one but 
the Assessor. 
It was held that if the 
present Council decided to hold on, the

The matter 
will not be heard until April 2nd, and 
th e Supreme Court may not render its 
decision f .r ninety days, 
City Attorney McFarland, who was 
m et on the street, said that it was rather 
strange th at the order should be directed 
to an officer who will not take his seat 
nnder the new Charter until January 1st, 
1890. He evidently referred to section 
196 oi the new Charter, which reads, 
“ Provided, that the City Assessor elected 
at a general municipal election, shall en­ 
ter upon the discharge of his duties on 
th e first Monday in January after his 
election; and, provided, that the officers 
elected at the first general municipal 
election after the taking effect of this 
Charter, except the City Assessor, shall, 
after having qualified as herein provided, 
enter upon the discharge of the duties 
of the offices to which they have been 
respectively elected,” etc. * 


THE CAUCUS. 
Notwithstanding the issuance of the 
w rit, the Council-elect made prepara­ 
tions vesterday to take their seats this 
morning. 
All of its members met yes­ 
terday afternoon at the California Bank 
rooms to fill the vacancy in the Police 
Commission created by the declination 
of General R. P. Johnson. This Com­ 
mission is considered the most impor­ 
tan t of those created by the new Charter, 
and more than the ordinary amount of 
interest was taken in I he result of the 
caucus, for upon the man chosen de- 
K 
nded the certainty as to who is to 
Chief ot Police. 
It was supposed 
that R. J. Northam might he able to 
capture the fifth vote, it being stated 
that be had four, and by this means ob­ 
tain the appointment. 
It appears that 
Mr. Northam was not successful, for 
Major W. C. Furrey was the one chosen. 
Borne time ago it was stated that Major 
Furrey was opposed to Frank Burns for 


Chief of Police, but it is new stated that 
his appointment makes the appointment 
of Mr. Burns certain, and it íb under­ 
stood that it was partly on account of 
this fact that he was chosen. It is stated 
as a certainty that the vote for Mr. Burns 
for Chief will be Hazard, Furrey and 
Bilderiain, and that the other two mem­ 
bers of the Commission, Meesrs. Lindley 
and Knox, will not vote on the question. 
W hether these things prove true, remains 
to be seen. It was rumored on the streets 
yesterday that the Commission would 
not be confirmed by the new Council 
when it takes its seat, but those who are 
supposed to know stated that the caucus 
was binding, and that there would be no 
break. 
1'he expiring Council will meet at 9 
o’clock this morning and finish its busi­ 
ness, and the members of the Board of 
Education to-night will give way to their 
successors. 
Other city officers it is ex­ 
pected will turn over their offices at noon 
to-day.

Since the announcement of the resigna­ 
tion of Mr. H. B. Wilkins, the general 
freight and passenger agent of the Cali­ 
fornia Central and California Southern 
roads, the railroad men here have been 
hard at work guessing as to who would 
get the vacant chair. One of the rumors 
was that Mr. Williamson Dunn would 
receive the honors, and a contemporary 
announced it as almost authentic yester­ 
day, but as stated in Tuesday’s H k r a l d , 
the new official comes from the East.

I extract

your issue of Tuesday, the 19th inBtant, 
the following remarks upon the proceed­ 
ing of the Council of the previous day : 
“ The Council r I b o sat down heavily 
and properly on a project by which 
Beveral well intending citizens of Los 
Angeles proposed to get a deed from the 
city to some 93 acres of land, worth a 
round million dollars according to that 
excellent authority on city real estate 
v lues, Councilman Ben. Cohn. The 
city claims to own all the land involved, 
on which is located Reservoir No. 4. and 
it was invited to accept a deed to 37 acres 
and give a deed to 93 to Messrs. Tom 
Keefe and others.” 
In your issue of to-day you correct the 
above by substituting the nam e of Mr. 
Kelly for that of Keefe. 
Being the attorney of the gentlemen 
referred to, and feeling sure that you 
would not intentionally 
do injustice, 
either to them or to myself, I beg leave 
to subm it to you and to the public 
through your columnB, a brief explana­ 
tion of the transaction; from which it 
will appear that you have beeu misled 
as to the nature of the transaction. 
The water in reservoir No. 4, when 
raised to the highest level which the 
present dam adm its of, covers a tract of, 
I think, something less than twenty 
acres ; but it was originally designed to 
raise the dam ten feet higher, and when 
this is done it will cover about ninety- 
three acres of land. The city doeB not 
claim, and never has claimed, to own 
these ninety-three acres of land, or any 
part of it. 
Whatever rights it has there­ 
in were acquired some years ago by pur­ 
chase from the Canal and Reservoir 
Company; and that company, many 
years before, had conveyed all of the 
lands included within the said ninety- 
three acres to various parties, reserving 
merely the right to overflow them with 
the waters of the reservoir. 
At the time 
of the purchase by the city, the title of 
the Reservoir Company to these ninety- 
three acres of land was examined by Mr. 
Henry T. Lee, a prominent lawyer of this 
city, who had been employed by the 
Council for that purpose; and he re­ 
ported that at that time the Canal and 
Reservoir Company had no right what­ 
ever in any of the lands, except merely 
the right of overflow; and it was 
perfectly well understood by the Council 
that all that they purchased was merely 
such right of overflow. The abstract was 
tiled with the petition of Messrs. Kelly & 
Co., and was examined by the present 
City Attorney, who made the same re­ 
port; and, indeed, the m atter is so plain 
that any one, whether a lawyer or not, 
that will take the trouble to look at the 
deeds, will find that there can be no 
doubt whatever about the facts as I state 
them. 
Of the ninety-three acreB of land re­ 
ferred to, the portions covered by lots 5 
and 0, block 41, and lots 3 and 6 of block 
40, were purchrsed, many years before 
the title of the city accrued, from the 
Canal and Reservoir Company, by the 
predecessors íd title of Messrs. Kelly & 
Co., and the title is now unquestionably 
vested in them , subject only to the right 
of overflow. As the matter now stands 
the right of the city consists simply in 
the privilege of raising its dam so as to 
flood the lands in question, but it has no 
right to excavate, or even put a pick into 
any oi said landH. 
The proposition of Messrs. Kelly & Co. 
was to convey to the city in fee simple 
all of the land lying South of Park 
street and west of Montana avenue, and 
block 5, and thus to vest in it the ab­ 
solute title, on condition that the Coun­ 
cil would quitclaim to them its right of 
overflowing the lands to the north and 
east of the streets referred to. The lat­ 
ter right is of no value, as the water 
that could be stored in that part of the 
reservoir would be so shallow as to 
amount to very little, and the result 
would be that these lands would be 
alternately overflowed and left uncov­ 
ered, and would thus serve only to breed 
fevers and disease. 
On the other hand, 
the city would acquire the absolute title 
to the land lying south and weBt of the 
two streets referred to, and would be 
able, either to improve it by excavating 
the shallow parts, or, in case of the 
abandonment of the reservoir, would be 
able to devote it to such purposes as it 
thought proper. 
Supposing that the 
same arrangement should be made with 
the parties owning the land under the 
Western part of the reservoir, the result 
would be that, instead of a right to over­ 
flow the 93 acres, the city would obtain 
the absolute ownership of 37. 
There can be no doubt that this would 
be an extremely good bargain for the 
city; and, no business man, standing in 
the position of the city, would hesitate a 
moment to make the trade. 
The trouble is, however, that the right 
of overflowing lands which it never has 
overflowed, and which, nnder no cir­ 
cumstances, will it ever be desirable to 
oveiflow, casts a cloud upon the title of 
Messrs. Kelly & Co., and prevents them 
from in any way utilizing the land. For 
the city to refuse to make a trade so ad­ 
vantageous would therefore simply be to 
repeat the role of the dog in the manger; 
and, while such a policy will be injurious 
to the gentlemen referred to, it will be 
equally injurious to the interests of the 
city. 
I was present at the meeting of the 
Council in question, and 1 was aston­ 
ished at the assertions which Mr. Cohn 
permitted himself to make, and which 
seem to have a very considerable influ­ 
ence upon certain other members of the 
Council. 
Those assertions were (flrst), 
specifically, that the city was asked to 
deed away, for nothing, ninety-three 
acres of land, worth $1,000,000; and 
(second), generally, that it was a thiev­ 
ing transaction. 
As the whole area of the reservoir is 
only ninety-three acres, and the city by 
the transaction would obtain the absolute 
title to thirty-seven, it is very obvious 
that the first assertion, at least, is un-' 
true. 
With regard to the second, in view of 
the fact that the trade was unanimously 
recommended by gentlemen of the char­ 
acter and position of those constituting 
the committee to which it was referred, 
and based upon the reports of the pres­ 
ent City Attorney, and of em inent coun­ 
sel previously employed, it can only be 
regarded as unjustifiable and slanderous; 
and I venture, also, to say that there is 
nothing in the character of the gentle­ 
men who presented the petition, or of 
their attorney, to jastify any auch suspi­ 
cion. 
We have simply made to the city an 
honest proposition, which it is for it to 
accept or reject, and we think, also, it 
was one eminently advantageous to the 
city.

A meeting was beld yesterday after­ 
noon at the Union League Clubrooms to 
discuss the project of a perm anent exhi­ 
bition in this city. 
The Chamber of 
Commerce called the meeting, and to it 
were invited the members of the Board 
of Trade, of the Pomological Society, 
and of the Sixth District Agricultural 
Fair Association. About thirty-five were 
present. 
Major E. W. Jones called the meeting 
to order, and a resolution ofifered by Mr. 
Hughes at the last regular meeting of the 
Chamber, in which the project was first 
put forth, was read by the Secretary. 
Mr. Hughes was then called upon to ex­ 
plain the scheme which he had in mind. 
“ The project,” said he, “ is to hold a 
grand exposition of the resources of 
Southern California, industrial and m a­ 
terial. 
By uniting our efforts it is possi­ 
ble to get up an exhibit to be of interest 
to all parts of the country—especially so 
to our visitors from the East. 
This is a 
section of great material wealth and of 
a great variety of products. Scarcely 
anywhsre would such an undertaking 
be more successful. It would necessitate 
the erection of a building, either tempo­ 
rary or permanent. Such a building 
would cost about $20,000, and if the ma­ 
terials were used afterward, it would les­ 
sen the expense greatly. The item of 
advertising would be considerable, per­ 
haps five or ten thousand dollars. There 
should be a good orchestra and regular 
concerts every evening. 
Other expenses 
would not be’ great. The sources of in­ 
come would be from tickets and from 
privileges to exhibit. If it ran four 
m onths I imagine we would take in about 
$100,000 from the sale of ticketB. There 
should be a guarantee fund, which I be­ 
lieve would be returned in the end, as it 
ought to be self-supporting.” 
Mr. Hughes then exhibited an outline 
of a plan of a building. “ Tliia contem­ 
plates a building,” said he, “ about 300 
feet wide with galleries and a music 
stand. The machinery of the Chamber 
of Commerce is so constituted that we 
could undertake the scheme through the 
committees.” 
Mr. Lichtenburger, of the Sixth Dis­ 
trict Agricultural Society, thought that 
the best work could be done by writing 
the various societies which had an inter­ 
est in the plan. 
He then gave some­ 
thing of a review of the work which had 
been done by the Association of which 
he was a member, and narrated the diffi­ 
culty which hae been experienced in 
arousing an interest in the annual ex­ 
hibit. He did not think th a t it could be 
run successfully for more than a month, 
and for that reason he favored a perma­ 
nent exhibit building. 
A communication was read from P. 
H . Hewitt advocating the formation of a 
mechanics’ institute for the improve­ 
m ent of mechanical arts. 
Mr. Hewitt being present, was called 
on to speak, and expressed himself in 
favor of making a combination of all the 
different societies which were now ac­ 
customed to give such exhibits. 
Mr. Hughes called attention to the 
fact that it was proposed to make this 
an exhibit for all Southern California. 
H e believed that in this respect it would 
be under more favorable auspices than 
any that ever been held before. 
The 
building should have a central location. 
Success was possible in a high degree if 
enough work was done. 
Mr. Van Dorn said that the question 
was, how was the work to be done best 
and most speedily ? He favored the ap­ 
pointment of a general committee to 
formulate a plan to be presented at a 
meeting of citizens. 
Mr, Lewis offered the following resolu­ 
tion, which was passed: 
Resolved, That a Board of Managers, 
to consist of twelve persons, be ap­ 
pointed by the President of the Chamber, 
of whom the President shall be one, who 
shall have entire charge of, and author­ 
ity in, the management of this enter­ 
prise, and who shall be known as the 
Board of Managers of the Industrial Ex­ 
position of Southern California, and five 
of whom shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaetion of business. 
General Pyle, of Monrovia, who was 
present, was called upon, and spoke, 
warmly endorsing the scheme, and sug­ 
g rating means by which it could be car­ 
ried out. 
Milton Thomas spoke in favor of the 
proposed exhibit, and urged the neces­ 
sity of concerted action. 
The meeting then adjourned, to come 
together again at the call of the commit­ 
tee, which was to act as the Board of 
Managers.

W illiam E . G ladstone a s th e rising hope 
of th e Tory p arty . T his w as when the 
great E nglish statesm an w asay o u n g m au , 
and before th a t liberalizing process had 
begun w hich afterw ards led him to ad ­ 
vocate, first, th e disestab lish m en t of the 
Irish Episcopal C h u rch , a n d , in tim e, 
hom e rale for Ire lan d .
